Without  the  family  record,  lecorded  by  Freeman  HIHs,  Bq., 
son  of  Freeman  mils  (1745)  of  Plympion,  Massachusetts,  wlio 
in  1776  married  Sarah,  dau^i^iuer  of  Gideon  Bradford  of  Ply- 
mouth,  supplemented  by  copy  of  records  prepared  by  Mr.  Lewis 
Bradford  in  1835,  wlio  for  many  years  was  town  clerk  of  Plymp- 
ton,  Mass.,  which  having-  been  carefully  compared  with  Davis's 
Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth  Colony,  and  other  standard 
works  on  icenealoyy,  with  which  they  are  found  to  agree,  this 
work  would  never  have  been  published. 

In  addition  to  authorities  above  referred  fo  we  acknowledge 
assistance  from  Freeman's  History  of  Cape  Cod;  Genealogy  of 
the  Ellis's  by  Dr.  G.  R.  Ellis,  and  Titcomb's  New  England  People.

William  Bradt'ord  of  \b,e  Plymouth  Colony  made  the 
name  of  Bradford  immortal  and  while  time  shall  last  it  will  be

LH;clor  Samviel  Fuller  and  his  son,  the  Kev.  Samuel  ITiller, 
lilled  too  large  a  place  in, the  settlement  and  early  history  of  New 
[Jngland  to  ever  be  forgotten,  and  left  tb.eir  nances  to  the  moral 
and  religious  world  a  preciotis  bieritage. 

The  name  of  IfUisisfoundata  very  early  day  in  the  Christian 
Era.  Sir  John  Ellis  of  Kiddail  Hall,  England,  died  in  1  ^9'S. 
John  Ellis,  an  i^piscopal  clergy;nan,  was  born  at  Kiddail  Mall  in 
1S96.  VVilborn' Ellis  of  KiddLrii  h'all  was  a  bishop  in  the  Episco- 
pal Cluircli  in   170 S. 

For  more  tlian  live  centiu'ies.  the  family  of  Ellises  at  Kid- 
dail i-iall  were  among  the  honored  name.s  in  Engiisii  history.  A 
careful  review  oi  history  shows  that  a  large  place  in  the  social, 
political,  edticational  and  religiotis  world  has  been  lilled  by  this 
ancient  and  honorable  family. 

To  the  descendents  of  John  Ellis  of  Sandwich,  Massachusetts,' 
who  in  1645  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Edmond  Freeman, 
this  book  is  respectfully  dedicated.

In  162 •;  Gov.  William  Hnuii'ord  niaiTicd  the  widow  Alice  Soulh- 
worili,  {hcv  maiden  name  was  Cai'[ienter)  l\)r  his  secondwiie. 
To  them  were  born  tliree  cldldren,  n.imely,  Williaiii,  /Viercy  and 
■Josepli.  ile  died  while  yet  in  oiiice,  on  ll;e  9Lii  o\  .\\ay,  l6S7, 
in  tl'ie  6.S(.h  year  of  his  life. 

William  Bradford  in  all  these  thirty-one  years  was  Governor 
of  the  Plyinouth  Colony  in  the  broadv^sl  sense  ihe  liile  inirilies. 
Not  only  as  executive  ofiicer,  hut  his  sound  judnnieni,  and  re- 
markable ability  was  a  power  in  ley;isk!.tive  and  judicial  alliairs^ 
as  well  as  in  all  the  walks  of  life,  arid  witb.out  Idni  it  is  extreme- 
ly doubtful  il'  the  youn^^'  colony  would  have  been  equal  to  the 
diPiicuit  and  tryini^"  conditions  it  v/as  'compelled  tu  meet.  He 
made  tlie  name  of  Bradford  immortal  ;  and  loved  and  cherished, 
by  liis  descenileius  throuj^h  all  generations. 

In  KSJ5  ;i  monument  was  erected  over  his  i;rave  in  the  old 
Plymoud;  buryiiv;  i;round.  -■ 

iv\KS.  ALICl;  Bi^AOFORD,  senior,  widow  of  Gov.  William 
Bradford,  died  iViarcbi  26th,  1670,  a^^ed  eii^hty  years. 

The  following;  account  of  her  death  is  copied  from  the  "Old 
Colon}'  Record  :" 

"On  the  26th  day  of  March  1676  Mistress  Alice  Bradford 
Seiiior,  exchanged  this  life  for  a  better,  having  attained  to 'four- 
•  score  years  of  age.  She  was  a  godly  Matron,  arid  mucii  beloved 
and  lanieuted,  though  ag'ed  when  she  died.  She  was  lionorably 
iniered  on  the  29th  day'of  the  irajiuh  aforesaid  at  Mew  I'ly- 
mouth." 

From  Gov.  Bradford's  noncupitive  v.dll  under  date. of  May 
),  16S7  it  appears  that  he  had  a  son  by  a  former  iiiarriage  l\y 
the  nanie  ol  John,  v/lio  was  a  deputy  to  the  court  at  .Rlymuulh 
from  Duxbury  in  1651  and  from  Marshlield  in  16S3  and  who  is 
memioned  in  the  Old  Colony  Records  in  1662  about  lands  in' 
iNorth  i^ohobotli,  which  is  die  last  mention  of  him.  There  is  no 
record  that  he  was  ever  mariied. 
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IV.  Major  William  Bradford,  i-on  of  Governor  William 
Bradford  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  was  born  June  17th,  1624. 

He  married  Alice  Richards  of  Weymouth  for  his  lirst  wife, 
by  whom  he  had  lour  sons,  viz:--John,  Williamv/ 'I'homas  and 
Samuel, 

Hd  married  the  widow  Wiswell  for  his  second  wife,  by 
whom  he  had  one  son,  Joseph. 

He  married  the  widow"  Mary  Holmes  for  his  third  wife. 
She  was  the  widow  or  Rev.  John  Holmes  who  was  the  lirst  niin- 
ister  of  Duxbury,  and  daughter  of  Dea.  John  Atwood  of  Ply- 
mouth. 1 

By  this  wife  Maj.' Bradford  had  four  sons,  viz:--lsrael,  Eph- 
raim,  David  and  He.zekiah. 

In  the  will  of  Maj.    Bradford,  dated  June  29th,  1703,  after  /^  L  s '^    ■ 
mentioning  his  sons  in  the  order  here  given,  he  mentions  his  J^^^Ay 
daughters,  "Mercy  Steel;  Hannah  Ripley;  Melatiah  Steel;  Mary^-,^  ., 
Hunt;  Alice  Fitch  and  Sarah  Barker,"  by  which  it  appears  thai  he 
had  tifteen  ciiildren. 

His  sons  Josephand  Thomas  moved  to  Connecticut.'  Maj. 
Bradford  was  an  officer  in  King  Philip's  (Indian)  war  and  at  a 
certain  time  had  command  of  the  army  in  that  war. 

He  was  Deputy  Governor  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  and  a 
judge  of  probate  in  the  County  of  Plymouth,  after  the  union  of 
the  Colonies  of  j^iymouth  and  Massachusetts  Bay. 

He  lived  in  that  part  of  Plymouth  that  is  now  Kingston, 
and  about  one-half  of  a  mile  southward  of  Duxbury  line. 

Freeman  ifllis,  a  son  of  Freeinan  Ellis  who  married  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Gideon  Bradford  of  Plymouth,  (1  7i 8)  says  in  his 
family  record,  "1  have  been  on  the  spot  where  his  house  stood." 

He  died  Feb.  20th,  1703-4  aged  79  years,  eight  months  and 
three  days,  and  was  buried  on  the  easterly  brow  of  the  hill,  in 
the  Plymouth  burying  ground.  1  copied  the  following  verse 
from  his  gravestone :  ■  •

And  in  his  coinurie\s  service  lost  much  blood.

Bradford  junior,  chanj^ed  this  lif>  for  the  better,  about  the  ai^e  of 
44  years.  She  was  a  ^"racious  v/omaUj  lived  much  desired  and 
died  much  lamen'.ed.  •  '  ,,-  buried  'on  the  14tii  day  of  il;e 
month  aforesai,  ,_,  muulh." 

V  Maj.  ,i"...i  Bradford,  son  of  Ma j.  William  Bradford,  and 
Alice  [Ricliards]  'Bradford  was  born  Feb.  20th,  1651-2.  On 
January  6ih,  1674-S  he  married  Mercy  Warren,  who  was  born 
Sept.  2>d,  165),  and  was  the  dau^-hier  of  Joseph.  Warren  and 
Priscilla  his  wife.  Josepli  Warren  was  a  son  vi  Kicr.ard  Warren 
who  came  over  in' the  Mayflower  in  1620. 

Maj.  John  Bradford  lived  a  little  liorthwest  of  the  Kingston 
landing-.  He  was  a  j'ustice  of  tlie  Reace,  as  appears  by  the  record 
of  a  marriage  solemnized  in  Plympton.

Mercy  (Warren)  Bradford,  his  widow,  died  in  March  1747, 
aged  93  years  and  6  montlis.

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I.  DOCTOR  SAMUEL  FULLER,  who  came  to  New 
England  in  the  Mayflower,  in  1620,  was  the  first  surg-eon  and 
physician  in  the  Plymouth  Colony.  He  was  also  with  Mr,  Rob- 
inson in  Leydon,  Holland,  where  he  was  a  deacon  in  the  church. 
He  was  married  three  times:  First;  in  England  to  Miss  Elsie 
Glascock.  Second;  while  in  Leydon,  Holland,  to  Agnes,  daughter 
of  Alexander  Carpenter  in  1613,  .and  in  1617  he  was  married 
the  third  time  to  Bridget  Lee  of  Leydon.  Mrs.  Bridget  (Lee) 
Fuller  did  not  come  to  Plymouth  with  Dr.  Fuller  in  the  May- 
liower,  but  came  with  their  child  in  the  ship  "Ann,"  in  1623. 
^  This  child  soon  died.  There  were  born  to  Dr.  Samuel  and 
Bridget  (Lee)  Fuller  in  Plymouth,  two  children,  Viz:--Samuel 
and  Mercy. 

Mercy,  daughter  of  Dr,  Samuel  Fuller,  married  Ralph  James. 
Dr.  Fuller  was  a  deacon  in  the  Plymouth  church,  and  was  em- 
inent both  for  his  piety,  and  as  a  physician.  He  died  in  the 
year  1633. 

In  his  will,  dated   July  30th,  \6]),   which  was  proven  Oct. 
28th  'of  the  same  year,   and  found  in   the  Old  Colony  Records, 
Dr.  Fuller  mentions  his  son   Samuel,  and  daughter  Mercy.     He- 
also   mentions   his  cousin  Samuel    Fuller,  his   dwelling  house  in 
town,  and  his  house  and  lands  at  Smelt  River. 
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II.  RiiV.  SAMUIfL  FULLER,  son  of  Dr.  Sanurel  l-iiller 
w.is  horn  in  the  I'iyiiiovilh  Colony  in  1624.  He  was  ;i  Deacon 
in  tlie  Cliurch  ;U  I^lynionth,  and  w.is  the  iii\st  minister  of  the 
Church  ;it  A'^iddleboro.  He  was  ordained  there  Dec.  2j,  I6j4, 
■  but  had  preached  io  that  people  before  his  ordination  for  about 
sixteen  years.  He  was  considered  a  sincere,  godly  man,  and  a 
useful  preacher.  His  death  was  a  loss  to  his  people,  and  sincere- 
ly lamented.  In  the '  settlement  of  the  estate  of  Rev.  Samue' 
Fuller  of  Middleboro  found  in  the  Probate  Records,  Book  1," 
Pa--e  246,  and  dated  Oct.  1st,  1695,  Llizabeth  is  mentioned  as 
the  widow  of  Rev.  Samuel  Fuller;  Samuel  as  the  oldest  son  and 
John  as  the  second  son;  Isaac  as  his  youngest  son,  and  under 
ai^'e.  His  daus^hters  mentioned,  are  :\\tvcy,  wil'e  of  Daniel  Cole; 
Experience,  wife  of  James  Wood;  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Samuel 
Eaion;  and  Hannah  Fuller.  The  aged  widow,  Elizabeth  Fuller, 
widow  and  relict  of  Rev.  Samuel  Fuller,  formerly  minister  of 
Middleboro,  deceased  at  Plympton  Nov.  11  th,  171).  (Plympton 
Town  Record).  She  died  at  the  home  of  her  son,  Samuel  Fuller, 
in  Plympton,  Mass. 

111.  A\K.  SAMUEL  FULLER,  son  of  Rev.  Samuel  Fuller 
of  iViiddleboro  was  one  of  the  lirst  settlers  oi  Plympton.  He 
married  Mercy,  daughter  oi  Benjamin  Eaton,  Senior.  He  died 
in  Plympton  Sept.  6ih,  1728,  in  the  70th  year  of  his  age.  We 
are  unable  to  lind  the  record  oi  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mercy  Fuller, 
his  wife.

Me  entered 
tlie  service  un  the  30th  day  of  April,  1775,  and  served  for  nine 
months  in  Capt.  John  Bridgham's  company,  and  Col.  Theopolis 
Cotton's  regiment.  Gen.  John  Thomas'  brigade  in  the  Mass- 
achusetts line,  and  without  leaving  the  service  he  re-enlisted  for 
one  year  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  Samuel  Bradford's  company,  Col. 
John  Bailey's  regiment  and  Gen'l.  Wm.  Meath's  brigade.  He 
was  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill-  His  son,  Isaac  Fuller,  served 
in  the  war  of  1812-14. 

VII.  LYDIA  FULLER,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Lydia

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'i'iie  name  oi  Ellis  is  met  with  in  France  as  early  as  the 
middle  of  the  ninth  century,  but  not  in  England,  until  the  time 
of  William  the  Conqueror,  A  Norman  o\  that  name  (though 
it  was  diilerently  spelled)  was  in  his  train.  I'he  name  occurs  in 
Doomday's  Sui'vey,  as  Alls  and.  Helis  and  from  authentic  written 
evidence  wc  know  that  the  name  of  Ellis,  like  most  names  was 
spelled  in  various  ways:  as  Alis,  Halis,  Helis,  Hellys,  Halys, 
■Hiliis,  Ealis,  Ellis,  Elias,  Elys,  etc. 

William  Smith  Ellis,  a  barrister  of  the  Middle  Temple, 
London,  England,  Author  of  a  "Plea  for  the  Antiquity  of  Herald- 
ry." Very  fnoroughly  investigated  the  early  record  of  the 
Eliises  of  Frai'ice,  England,  Scotland,  Ireland  aiid  Wales,  as  is 
shov/n  in  the  book  entitled,  "Motices  of  the  Eliises  of  England, 
Ireland  and  Scotland,"  and  the  four  supplemejits  that  have  since 
appeared. 

He  presents  much  evidence  in  support  of  the  belief  in  Eng- 
land, that  the  Ellis  and  uther  synr>nymous  families  of  France  are 
descendents  from  the  early  kings  of  that  country,  an  origin 
countenanced  by  the  Fleur-de-lis,  to  be  found  in  the  arms  of 
these  families,  the  name  being  originally  Elias  or  Louis.  Mr- 
Ellis  says:  "A  bearing  like  the  Fleur-de-lis,  having  little  intrinsic 
importance  or  meaning,  but  obtaining  its  celebrity  from  the  em- 
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inence  of  its  lirst  bearer,  und  his  (.lesceiidanisand  jealously  guard- 
ed from  usurpation,  is  not  likely  to  have  been  adopted  in  u;:y  of 
its  numerous  forms  and  positions,  by  any  but  those  who  iuid  a 
legitimate  ri^i^ht  to  <lo  so,  according,'  tu  liie  laws  of  herala.y." 

In  Wales  the  name  i^:  met  as  eaily  as  A,  L).  «S15.  "Grinln, 
son  of  Cyni;en,  son  of  Cadell,  was  slain  throui;"h  liie  ire^ichery 
of  his  brother  Elisse,"  Roderick  (Theodoric)  the  t;reai  Kin-'  ur 
Wales,  Sm7-76  had  a  ^■randson  naniL-d  tiii,  who  in  tiie  words  of 
Mr.  t:ilis  "not  improbably  was  the  piaiotype  of  the  nuir.erous 
Louises  and  Ellises  to  be  found  in  that  country." 

It  is  supposed  that  [Roderick  was  descended  from  tb.e  early 
Kinsjs  of  France,  and  tliis  had  originated  the  coat  of  arms,  with 
the  device  of  the  Fleur-de-lis  in  Wales.  A  descendjnt  of  Rode- 
rick, Gwymnedd,  King  of  the  North  Wales  in  the  twelfth  cent- 
ury is  said  to  be  the  progenitor  of  the  Ellises  of  Glasfryn,  coun- 
ty of  Caemaran.  '   • 

it  is  here  proper  to  remark,  that  the  Fleur-de-lis,  Lily,  has 
a  form  that  tits  it  for  tlie  terminal  decoration  oi'  a  scdpier  and 
the  ermine  of  a  crown,  khas  also  a  lieniidic  bearing  and  ijeiuified 
with  the  royal  amis  a;id  adurnment  of  France. 

The  name  of  Ellis  is  common  in  English  literature  for  sever.il 
centuries  past:  Before  KS50,  forty  by  die  name  oi  Ellis  had  ob- 
tained suilicient  distinction  to  have  their  names  placea  in  the 
English  Biographical  Dictionary.  In  tiic  army,  mini:>iry.  upon 
the  bench,  in  fact  in  ail  ihc  professions,  the  name  had  a  {ironii- 
nent  pLice.  Sir  Menry  Edis  was  principal  librarian  in  tiie  British 
Museum.  Rev.  John  Ellis  was  master  at  Alerchant  Taylor's 
school,  Londi)n,  for  forty  years.  Jolin  Ellis  in  ISi'M  was  slieriif 
of  Yorkshire.  Sir  Thomas  Ellis,  i6Caj,  was  elected  sixteen  times 
Mayor  oi  Doncastor.  In  16O6  John  Ellis  was  born  in  Kiddell 
Hall.  He  was  an  Episcopal  clergyman. 

An  old  and  numerous  family  of  Ellises  lived  at  Kidded  Hall, 
in  Yorkshire,    England.     Sir  John   Elys  of    Kiddell    Hall  oied  in 
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1398.  Robert  Elys  was  his  son.  Successive  members  of  tiie 
family  were  Thomas,  Henry,  and  William  Ellys,  then  followed 
Richard  Elys,  then  Rev..  John  Ellis  and  William  Ellis,  vr'-io  was  a 
bishop  in  the  Episcopal  church,  in  1705.  The  latter  had  a  son 
Wilborne  Ellis. 

William  Smith  Ellis  in  his  last  number  of  "Notices  of  the 
Ellises  of  Great  Britian,"  issued  in  1881 ,  stales  that  the  Ellis 
Januly  of  KiddcU  ilall  endured  upwards  of  live  centuries  and  the 
Ellises  of  Stoneacre,  nearly  four  centuries. 

His  enq'uireis  have  been  widely  extended,  and  he  arrives  at 
the  conclusion  that  many  of  the  Ellises  of  the  present  day  may 
.feel  that, 

"They  are  not  of  those  whose  ignoble  blood 
Has  crept  through  scoundrels  ever  since  the  flood." 
Among-   the  Ellises   that  came   to  New  England  at  an  early 
day   was  William  Ellis  who, came  over  in  the  ship   Fortune  in 
1621.  Arthur  Ellis  came  to  New  England  in  1630.   John  Ellis  of 
Dedham  became  a  freeman  in    l(>41  and   removed  to  Mediield, 
where   his  wife   died  in  1653-     He  married  again    in  1650   and 
had   sons  as  follows:   Samuel,  Joseph  and  Elezor.     Judge  Caleb 
Ellis  of  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  was  of  this  family.  He  w;is 
born  in  Walpole,  Mass.,  in  1767,  and  graduated  at  Harvard  Col- 
lege  in  1793,   practiced  law  at   Claremont,   N.  H.     He   was  in. 
Congress  from  1804  to  I8O9. 

Farmer's  "Genealogical  liJecord"  says:  "Nine  by  the  name  of 
Ellis  graduated  from  New  England  colleges  belore  1828."  They 
have  been  an  industrious  people,  loyal  to  the  government  and 
an  honor  to  every  profession.  The  name  of  Ellis  iills  a  large 
place  in  the  history  of  the  town  of  Dedham,  Mass.  Three  Ellises, 
John,  Joseph  and  Richard  signed  the  covenant  or  agreement  at 
the  organization  of  the  town.  Lieut.  John  Ellis  in  Capt.  Guild's 
'company  was  one  of  the  minute  men  in  1775.  The  Revolution,

36529)  upon  which  a  pension  was  granted  A.  D.,  1818,  to  said 
Isaac  Fuller,  the  sixth  generation  from  Dr.  Samuel  Fuller  of  the 
"Mayflower,"  and  father  of  Lydia  Fuller  of  Carver,  who  mar- 
ried Freeman    Ellis  of  Hartford,    Me.,  in    1800.     Said   Freeman 
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Ellis  being  the  son  of  Freeman  and  Sarah  (Bradford)  Ellis,  the 
sixth  generation,  from  Governor  William  Bradford  of  the  Ply- 
mouth Colony. 

Affidavit.

for  the  term  of  one  year  as  sergeant  in  Capt.  Samuel  Bradford's 
company,  Col.  John  Bailey's  regiment  and  Gen.  William  Heath's 
brigade  in  the  Massachusetts  lines,  which  term  of  one  year  I 
fully  served,  and  six  weeks  more,  when  1  was  verbally  discharg- 
ed and  left  the  service.

Bioorapbical 


Caleb  Holt  Ellis,  a  lineal  descendent  of  the  ninth  generation 
from  Governor  William  Bradford  of  the  Plymouth  Colony,  was 
born  in  Weld,  Me.,  Nov.  18,  1825.  In  his  early  boyhood  his  father, 
Freeman  Ellis  Jr.,  moved  to  Sangerville  Village,  where  he  enjoy- 
ed the  advantages  of  the  common  and  high  schools  until  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age,  at  which  time  his  father  removed  to  Let- 
ter D.  township  (now  Fort  Fairtleld,  Me.)  then  a  vv'ilderness. 

The  next  ten  years  was  spent  in  pioneer  life  in  the  strictest 
sense,  clearing  new  land,  working  in  the  lumber  woods  in  winter 
and  "river  driving"  in  the  spring,  in  the  spring  of  1854  he  re- 
ceived a  locar  preacher's  license  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church,  and  v/as  inmiediately  appointed  preacher  in  charge  of  the 
Weston  and  Topstield  circuit  in  the  East  Maine  conference.  His 
subsequent  appointments  M'ere:  Wesley,  Franklin  and  Sullivan, 
Franklin  and  Hancock,  and  East  Machias.  From  the  la^^t  named 
appointment,  he  was  chosen  Chaplain  of  the  Eleventh  Regiment, 
Maine  Volunteer  Infantry. 

After  the  close  of  the  first  Peninsular  campaign,  he  was 
confined  in  the  hospital  with  a  long  run  of  malarial  and  ty- 
phoid fever.  Before  his  recovery  the  regiment  was  ordered 
south,  and  this  was  follov/ed  by  his  resignation  as  chaplain  and 
the  devotion   of  time  and    iatluence  in   favor  of   an  earnest  and 
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elYective  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  in  the  enUstment  of  men 
for  the  same,  in  Feb.  of  1864  at  the  request  of  Gov.  Coney, 
he  visited  Aroostook  County  to  raise  men  for  a  company  for  the 
thirty  first  ^\aine  regiment.  He  was  appointed  and  mustered 
into  service  as  Capt  of  Co.  E.  His  active  service  was  brief. 
The  regiment  left  the  state  on  April  I8th,  1864,  and  joined  Gen. 
Burnside  at  Annapolis,  participating  in  the  battles  of  the  Wilder, 
ness  and  Spottsylvania.  From  the  12th  of  May  to  the  2 1st  he 
was  constantly  under  tire.  Then  at  the  Po  river.  New  Falls 
Church,  the  North  Anna, — constantly  in  the  i'dct  of  the  en- 
emy. On  June  1st,  in  the  battle  of  Tolopotomy  on  June  2d 
at  Bethesta  church,  and  on  June  ^d,  engaged  in  the  great  bat- 
tle of  that  name.  On  June  4th  he  marched  to  Cold  Harbor, 
and  was  under  tire  and  engaged  in  skirmishing  with  the  enemy 
until  the  7th,  and  on  that  day,  after  Lieut.  Rogers  of  his  company 
had  been  fatally  wounded  and  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  ene- 
my, Capt.  Ellis,  while  in  charge  of  the  picket  line,  was  danger- 
ously wounded.  On  the  I8th  of  Oct.,  by  order  of  the  Secretary 
of  War,  he  was  mustered  out  of  service  for  total  disability,  by 
reason  of  his  wounds, 

It  was  not  until  the  summer  of  1867  that  he  was  able  to  lay 
aside  his  crutches,  and  under  advice  of  physicians,  he  went 
West  in  hope  of  perminent  recovery  from  his  wounds.  At  lirst 
he  engaged  in  temperance  work  under  the  auspices  oi  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Good  Templars,  where  he  became  very  popular  and 
successful.  Then  in  the  active  work  of  the  ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church  in  the  Michigan  annual  conference 
of  which  he  became  a  member.  Up  to  this  time  he  had  been 
borne  upon  the  United  States  pension  roll  at  ,S20  per  month, 
but  having  so  far  recoverd  that  he  was  able  to  do  the  work  that 
he  was  engaged  in  at  the  time  he  lirst  entered  the  army,  he 
declined  to  lill  out  and  return  to  the  United  States  pension  agent 
the  blank  voucher  thai  had  been  sent  to  him.   hi  1876  his  health 
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failed  and  he  was  compelled  to  aslc  for  a  saperniuner;iry  relation 
of  the  conference.  After  a  year  in  the  Suiitli,  wiiiioui  material 
improvement,  he  was  compelled  to  ask  to  be  restored  lu  the 
pension  roll,  which  after  a  thorouich  examination  was  promptly 
done,  and  to  his  great  satisfaction  the  back  pension,  for  the 
years  he  had  declined  to  receive  it  was  paid  over  to  him.  In 
1882  while  yet  unable  to  ent;age  in  active  employment  under 
the  advice  of  physicians  he  visited  Dakota  Territory,  receiving 
such  benefits  from  the  chant^e,  that  in  that  summer  he  removed 
his  family  to  VVessington,  in  that  territory.  Here  lie  en^atred  in 
the  land  locatiii^?,  and  loan  business, .  and  prosecuting  contest 
cases  before  the  United  States  land  oifice.  in  the  mean  time  he 
became  actively  engaged  in  the  political  affairs  of  tlie  important 
and  growing  Territory.  In  tlie  summer  of  1884,  his  wife,  the 
mother  of  his  children,  died  at  Ellisville,  a  town  that  he  had 
founded  in  the  western  part  of  Faulk  County. 

He  took  an  active  and  prominent  part  in  the  organization 
of  the  new  State  of  Soutli  Dekota.  In  the  fall  ot  1889  he  went 
to  Washington,  D.  C,  where  he  held  a  position  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Hotise  of  Representatives  by  the  5 1st  Congress. 

in  May  1892  he  visited  his  old  home  in  Aroostook  County 
and  decided  to  engage  in  tlie  newspaper  business. 

On  July  I  1892,  the  n'rst  copy  of  the  Northern  Leader 
appeared.  From  that  time  until  the  September  election  in 
1894,  his  time  and  money  was  devoted  to  that  enterprise,  when 
upon  the  invitation  of  political  friends  he  visited  South  Dakota 
to  en"-a^e  in  campaign  weak.  He  returned  to  Fort  Fairiield  in 
May  1895,  but  did  not  renew  his  control  of  business  atlairs  of 
the  Leader,  but  remained  Editor,  wiiii  absolute  control  of  the 
politics  of  the  paper. 

In  Aug.  1895  he  married  .Mrs.  Lottie  Howard  Ehrlich  of 
Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  November  of  that  year  went  to  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  to  accept  an  appointment  in  the  organization  of  54th, 
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Congress,  which  position  he  has  since  held. 

His  study  of  national  political  affairs  commenced  in  his 
boyhood.  On  the  tariff  question  he  is  perfectly  at  home,  and 
upon  the  platform  or  in  the  editorial  sanctum,  it  tinds  in  him 
an  able  defender. 

On  all  great  national  questions  he  is  fully  in  accord  with 
the  Republican  party.  Both  as  a  writer  and  speaker,  he  is  clear, 
earnest,  logical  and  forcible.  While  an  earnest,  devoted 
temperance  man,  he  recognizes  the  '  fact  that  all  great  national 
questions  have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  in  the  hands  of 
one  of  the  two  great  national  parties.  And  so  far  as  the 
temperance  question  enters  into  party  politics,  it  must  be  fought 
out  in  one  of  these  great  national  organizations. 

It  has  been  the  ambition  of  Capt.  Ellis'  life  to  succeed  where 
others  had  failed.  While  in  the  ministry  if  a  church  enterprise 
languished,  it  was  his  delight  to  take  up  the  v/ork  and  carry  it 
forward  to  success. 

Because  three  successive  efforts  to  establish  a  newspaper 
had  failed  in  Fort  Fairfield  he  was  not  only  willing  but  anxious 
to  succeed,  and  when  in  the  fall  of  1894  he  turned  over  the 
Leader  to  other  hands  it  was  free  from  debt  and  on  a  paying 
basis. 

Where  others  have  seen  only  disaster  and  defeat  he  has 
been  able  to  take  up  the  work  and  make  it  a  success. 

At  the  age  of  75  years  he  is  active  and  ready  for  hard  in- 
tellectual work,  and  aside  from  injury  received  in  the  army  he 
is  apparently  good  for  twenty-five  years  of  faithful  work. 
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The  Parsons  family  from  which  this  biographical  sketch  is 
taken,  came  from  England  and  settled  in  N\assachusetts  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Colonies,  later  moving  to  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire. 

Kendall  Parsons  married  Eliza-  Bryant.  To  them  v/ere  born 
six  children:  Levi,  Sarah,  Polly,  Betsey,  John  and  Abigail.  Levi 
became  an  eminent  clergyman,  and  is  spoken  of  in  some  of  the 
earlier  histories  as  an  able  preacher  and  prominent  divine  of 
New  Hampshire. 

John  Parsons,  son  of  Kendall  Parsons  and  Eliza  (Bryant) 
Parsons,  was  born  in  June  1781,  and  died  at  Easton,  Maine^ 
March  26th,  1879,  aged  97  years  and  9  months.  His  father  was 
a  Revolutionary  soldier  under  Washington,  and  John  to  the  day 
of  his  death,  retained  the  old  musket  carried  by  his  father  in  the 
struggle  for  independence. 

John  Parsons  married  Polly  Hanniford,  who  died  at  Fort 
Fairfield,  Maine,  Sept.  1 5th,  18SS,  aged  74  years,  8  months  and 
1 5  days.  To  John  Parsons  and  Polly  (Hanniford)  Parsons  were 
born  ten  children:  Eliza,  Mary,  Kendall,  Sarah,  Robert,  Alanson, 
Harriet,  John,  Margaret,  and  Levi. 

Sarah,  daughter  of  John  Parsons  and  Polly  (Hanniford) 
Parsons,  was  born   in  Jay,  Maine,  in  1810,   and  died  at   Abbot, 
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Me.,  May  9th,  1878.  She  married  for  her  first  husband  El- 
bridge  Gerry  Sprague,  Oct.  22d,  1847.  Elbridge  Gerry  Sprague 
was  born  in  Greene,  Me.,  in  179>,  and  died  at  Sangerviile,  Me., 
Dec.  20th,  1S67.  To  them  v/as  born  a  son,  who  is  still  living 
and  residing  at  Monson,  Me.,  Hon.  John  Francis  Sprague,  a 
prominent  lawyer  of  Piscataquis  Gounty.  He  has  held  many 
positions  of  trust,  is  continually  in  tov/n  otlice,  has  served  two 
terms  in  the  Legislature,  holding  position  on  the  Judiciary  and 
other  important  committees,  was  a  member  ol  the  Republican  State 
Committee  four  years,  and  is  at  present  Referee  in  Bankruptcy 
for  Piscataquis  county.  He  is  a  literary  writer  of  note  and  a 
prominent  Mason  and   Odd  Fellov/.     He  has  never  married. 

Levi  Parsons,  youngest  child  of  John  Parsons  and  Polly 
(Hanniford)  Parsons,  was  born  at  Ganton,  Me.,  Dec.  2  5th,  182 3, 
and  died  at  Easton  Me.,  March  1st,  1890. 

Levi  Parsons  married  Lydia  Ellis,  daughter  of  Freeman 
Ellis  and  Eunice  (Shedd)  Ellis,  born  at  Weld,  Me.,  March,  9th, 
1828,  and  died  at  Glifiondale,  Mass.,  July  6th,  1894.  Children 
of  Levi  and  Lydia   Parsons  were: 

Levi  Lendell  Parsons,  born  at  Sangerviile,  Me.,  Jan  I4tl'i, 
1850.  He  married  Miss  Lottie  Parsons  of  Easton,  Me.,  Sept. 
11th,  1870.  She  died  at  Houlton,  Me.,  Nov.  9th,  1870  and  he 
married  Laura  St.  Glair  at  Bath,  Me.  May  22d,  1874.  They 
now  reside  at  Boston,  Mass. 

Freeman  Kendall  Parsons,  born  at  Sangerviile,  Me.,  May 
17th,  1851,  died  at  Easton,  Me.,  Sept.  10th,  1864. 

Willis    Ellis  Parsons,   born  at  Sangerviile,   Me.,  May  loth, 

1853.  v/as  married  to  Miss  Agnes  Oilman,  youngest  daughter  of 
R.  D.  Oilman  Esq.,  of  Foxcroft,  tAc,  Oct.,  23,  1890.  He  i-> 
now  a  prominent  lawyer  of  the  state,  practicing  at  Foxcroft, 
v/herc  he  resides.     A  brief  sketch  of  his  life  is  given  in  this  book. 

John  Willber   Parsons,  born  at   Sangerviile,  Ale.,  Dec.  9ih, 

1854,  married    Miss  Annie  Buileigh    al  Gliftondalt",  M;;ss.,  luru 
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15th,  1892.  They  still  reside  at  Cliftondale,  and  have  three 
children,  Willis  Burleigh  Pursons,  born  at  Cliftondale,  May  17th, 
1894,  John  Wilber  Parsons,  born  Dec.  25th,  1895,  and  Alice 
Gertrude  Parsons,  born  March  ]9th,  1900. 

Clarence  Vanderlyn  Parsons,  born  at  Sangerville,  Me.,  Jan. 
I8th,  1857,  was  educated  for  the  mftiistry,  completing  his  edu- 
cation at  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Sanfordville,  on  the  Hud- 
son. Me  is  a  preacher  of  ability  and  still  engaged  in  pastoral 
work.  He  married  MissLula  E.  Northrop,  a  niece  of  the  prom- 
inent Philadelphia  divine  and  author,  Dr.  Northrop,  at  Lake- 
ville,  N.  Y.,  Feb.  28th,  1883. 

Their  children  are:  Verna  Agnes,  born  Nov.  17,  1885,  Leon 
Leslie,  born  March  23d,  1892,  Elva  Luelia,  born  Jan.  15th, 
1896.  They  have  also  had  one  other  child,  Henry  Devenport 
Parsons,  born  April  5th,  190O,  who  has  since  deceased. 

Lizzie  Christina  Parsons,  born  at  Fort  Fairfield,  July  7th, 
1861,  married  Frank   DeLaite  Jan.   2d,  1879,  at  Easton,  Maine. 

Frank  DeLaite  died  at  Revere,  Mass.,  July  21st,  I900.  He 
is  survived  by  his  widow,  Lizzie  Christian  (Parsonsj  DeLaite 
and  two  children,  Willis  Ellis  DeLaite,  born  at  Easton,  Me.,  Nov-- 
6th,  1880,  and  Maude  Angela,  born  Dec.  9th,  1883.  They  re- 
side at  Revere,  Mass. 

Leslie  Elmer  Parsons,  born  at  Easton,  Me.,  June  !6th,  1866, 
and  married  Miss  Flora  L.  C.  Crosby,  at  Cliflond:ile,  Mass., 
July  3d,  1894.  ihey  have  one  child,  Elmer  Evans  Parsons,  born 
at  Cliftondale,  Nov.  24th,  I896. 
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A  leading  member  of  the  Piscataquis  Bar  is  Hon.  W.  E. 
Parsons.  By  constant  application  to  business  he  has  a  very  large 
clientage,  and  become  one  of  the  brightest  members  of  the  bar. 
His  success  as  a  lawyer  and  his  general  popularity  are  features 
characteristic  of  his  earnest  nature.  He  is  looked  upon  and  treat- 
ed as  a  Republican  star  orator,  being  quoted  by  the  press  as  one 
of  the  ablest  political  speakers  in  Maine.  He  is  a  recognized 
power  with  the  people  and  in  the  counsels  of  the  party  to  which 
he  belongs.  Mr.  Parsons  was  born  in  Sangerville  in  1853.  After- 
wards he  was  a  student  at  Ricker  Classical  Institute,  Houlton, 
and  at  the  City  Academy,  Burlington,  Vt.  Also  taking  four  years' 
university  course  in  English.  Was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1878. 
Served  on  the  school  board  many  years,  and  is  present  town 
agent  and  auditor  and  secretary  and  treasurer  of  Foxcroft  A- 
cademy.  He  served  two  terms  as  member  of  Republican  state 
committee.  Has  been  county  attorney  three  terms,  and  has 
represented  his  constituents  ably  in  both  House  and  Senate,  re- 
ceiving each  nomination  by  acclamation,  and  running  ahead  of 
his  party  ticket  at  the  polls.  In  189 J  Mr.  Parsons  married  Miss 
Agnes  Oilman,  youngest  daughter  of  R.  D.  Oilman,  Esq.,  of 
Foxcroft.  He  has  an  elegant  home  on  Main  St.,  Foxcroft,  and  a 
beautiful  summer  villa,  "The  Norwood,"  on  the  shore  of  the 
picturesque  Sebec  Lake,  one  of  the  prettiest  sites  in  Maine,  both 
of  which  with  his  portrait  are  shown  in  this  book.
